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MATTHEW  Chap.  vi.  Part  of  the  19th  and 

20  th  Verfes. 

Lay  not  up  for  yourfelves  ‘Treafures  upon  Earth — 
But  lay  up  for  yourfelves  Treafures  in  Heaven. 

THERE  is  hardly  a  Doctrine  in  Reli¬ 
gion  that  is  more  unfuitable  to  the 
general  Tafte  and  Inclination  of  the 
World,  than  this  of  our  Saviour,  which  I  have 
read  to  you.  Practice  and  Prejudice  bear  lb 
ftrong  again!!  it,  and  the  Treafures  of  the  Earth 
have  fuch  a  prodigious  Intereft  in  the  Hearts  and 
AfFebtions  of  Men,  that  were  it  not  for  the  Au¬ 
thority  and  Wifdom  of  its  Author  (who  never 
fpake  any  thing  in  vain),  one  might  be  difcouraged 
from  attempting  to  explain  and  enforce  a  Pre¬ 
cept,  where  there  is  fo  little  Hopes  of  being  heard 

with  any  Attention  or  Regard - or,  if  perhaps 

Cuftom  and  Curiolity  will  afford  us  an  Hearing, 
yet,  when  that  is  over,  fo  is  all  good  Effedt  of 
it,  and  Men  fettle  again  into  the  lame  wrong 
Notions,  which  they  brought  with  them ;  and  it  is 
thought  by  fome,  an  Anfwer  fufficient  to  all  that 
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can  be  laid  in  Difcouragement  of  an  avaricious 
Temper,  from  the  Initialed  ions  of  the  Gofpel—  - 
That  fuch  Dotffrine  is  not  fuited  to  the  prefent 

State  of  Things - That  it  is  old-fafhion’d  and 

out  of  Date - That  l  imes  are  much  changed, 

fince  it  was  uttered,  and  Chriftians  are  now  in  a 
Condition  not  of  denying  tliemfelves  the  good 
Things  of  Life,  but  of  accumulating  and  enjoy¬ 
ing  as  much  of  them  as  they  can— As  if  the  Au¬ 
thority  and  Wifdom  of  our  Saviour’s  Precepts 
were  to  be  anfwered  by  Ridicule,  and  as  if  he 
had  uttered  what  he  had  not  thoroughly  weighed 
and  co'nfidered,  and  his  Words,  which  were  to 
laft  when  Heaven  and  Earth  were  pafs’d  away, 
were  fuited  only  to  the  Obfervance  of  Men  in 
that  Time  and  Age  in  which  he  lived — Where¬ 
as  every  thing  he  fpake,  was,  from  the  largeft 
Comprehenfion  of  Mind,  and  by  the  Authority 
of  GOD  himfelf,  from  having  feen  the  Hearts, 
and  conftdered  all  the  Ways  of  Men  ;  and  there¬ 
fore  his  Doctrine  is  to  laft  for  ever,  untouch’d  by 
Time,  and  unalter’d  by  Cuftom. 

And,  with  Regard  to  the  particular  Precepts 
of  the  Text,  though  Riches  are  become  the  prin¬ 
cipal  Objects  of  our  Delires  and  Attainments,  and 
are  called  in  the  Phrafe  of  Commendation,  the 
Life  of  Trade  and  Ingenuity — the  Vigor  of  the 
Laws — the  Bulwark  of  the  State— the  Supports 
of  Learning  and  Philofophy — the  Ornaments  of 
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Civil  Life — the  Bleffings  of  Heaven,  and  the  on¬ 
ly  things  which  keep  this  bufy  World  in  Motion 
— Notwithftanding  this,  and  admitting  the  Fa- 
negyrick  in  fome  fenfe  to  be  true,  our  Saviour’s 
Words,  if  rightly  underflood,  as  grounded  on 
Matters  of  Fadt  and  affedting  Individuals,  will 
contain  very  juft,  and  prudent,  and  good  Advice 
to  us ;  for  they  were  not  intended  to  kill  the  Spi¬ 
rit  of  Induftry,  to  confound  Society,  to  introduce 
a  wild  uncultivated  Life,  or  to  create  an  Indo¬ 
lence  and  Infenfibility  in  Men,  as  to  the  Profpe- 
rities,  and  Comforts,  and  Ornaments  of  human 
Nature — The  Reafon  of  Things,  the  Methods  of 
Providence,  the  Order  of  the  World,  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  themfelves,  are  againft  this  four  and  furly 
Stoicifm  ;  but  then  they  prefcribe  to  us  a  Temper 
and  Moderation  in  the  Acquirement  and  Ufe  of 
Riehes;  and  nothing  can  be  more  kind  and  friend¬ 
ly  to  us,  than  our  Saviour’s  Dodtrine,  that  we 
take  care,  that  they  do  not  engrofs  our  Hearts 
and  AfFedtions,  or  carry  us  to  commit  Adtions, 
which  are  inconliftent  with  the  Religion  and 
Hopes  of  Chriftians,  Lay  not  up  for  ywrfelves 
Treafures  upon  Rarth  ;  i.  e.  be  not  fo  intent  up¬ 
on  thefe  perifhing  Things,  as  to  negledt  and  for¬ 
get  thofe  of  infinitely  greater  Moment,  but  let 
your  principal  Care  and  your  molt  hearty  En¬ 
deavours,  attend  and  provide  for  Eternity — Lay 
up  for  your  [elves  'Treafures  in  Heaven.  This 
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is  our  Saviour’s  Advice  ;  and  I  will  obferve  to 
you,  the  Prudence,  and  Wifdom,  and  Goodnefs 
of  it  to  us, 

Firft,  From  the  Nature  of  thofe  Things,  an 
inordinate  Delire  of  which  he  difcourages  and 
forbids. 

Secondly ,  From  the  vaft  Importance  of  that 
future  Happinefs,  which  he  inftructs  us  to  make 
our  main  Care,  and  to  give  our  principal  Atten¬ 
tion  to,  lay  not  up  for  yourf elves  ireajures  upon 
Earth ,  &c. 

And,  firft,  I  fay,  and  I  hope  to  prove  it. 
That  there  is  the  utmoft  Wifdom  and  Kind- 
nefs  in  our  Saviour’s  Advice  to  us,  becaufe 
Riches  in  themfelves,  and  conlider’d  as  affecting 
Individuals,  are  not  of  that  Importance  to  us, 
which  we  imagine — Sure  I  am,  they  are  far  from 
being  effential  to  human  Happinefs ;  or,  proper¬ 
ly  fpeaking,  of  themfelves,  the  Materials  of  it - 

They  are,  indeed,  things  of  great  and  fplendid 
Expectation  ;  and,  while  we  have  them  not,  we 
fancy  that  every  thing  that  is  happy,  goes  along 
with  them — But,  alas!  Poffeffion  is  a  very  diffe¬ 
rent  thing  from  Expectation,  and  the  Rich  ones 
would  own  this  Truth,  if  they  had  Ingenuity 
enough  to  fpeak  their  Minds  upon  the  Experi¬ 
ment - Riches,  like  all  other  human  things, 

pall  in  the  Poffeffion,  and  when  once  a  Man  has 

gratified 


gratified  his  vain  Defires,  and  accumulated  great 
Store  of  Wealth,  he  finds,  to  hisCoft  and  Regret, 
that  he  can  enjoy  no  more  of  it,  than  is  fufficient 
to  the  few  natural  Wants  of  an  human  Creature, 
and  all,  beyond  that,  either  lofes  its  Relifh  or  be¬ 
comes  troublefome  and  dangerous  to  its  Owner, 
And  this  is  the  Reafon,  that  People,  in  the  mod 
affluent  Circumftances,  are  often  fo  contemptible 
to  others,  and  fo  irkfome  and  uneafy  to  themfelves, 
having  obtained  more  Wealth  than  they  can  ufe 
with  Decency  and  Credit,  and  purfued  wrong 
Meafures  to  Happinefs :  Thefe  are  they  who,  in 
their  own  Examples,  prove  the  Truth  of  the  wife 
Man’s  Obfervation,  “  That  there  are  Men,  to 
“  whom  God  hath  given  Riches  and  Wealth,  fo 
“  that  they  want  nothing  for  their  Souls  of  all 
“  that  they  defire,  yet  God  giveth  them  not 
“  Power  to  eat  thereof,  to  relifh  and  enjoy  it — 
“  This  is  Vanity,  and  it  is  an  evil  Difeafe” — It  is 
a  Difeafe,  but  a  Difeafe  in  the  Underftanding,  and 
proves  the  Juftnefs  of  the  Philolbpher’s  Obferva¬ 
tion  ;  that  many  Men,  by  growing  rich,  don’t 
cure,  but  only  change  their  Uneafinefles ;  for 
the  Fault  was  not,  as  they  imagined,  in  their  Cir¬ 
cumftances,  but  their  Underftandings.  It  does 
not  only  betray  a  want  of  Religion  and  true  Phi- 
lofophy,  but  weak  and  childifh  Ignorance,  not  to 
fee,  that  the  Happinefs  of  the  Man  is  the  Temper 
of  his  Mind,  a  vertuous  and  contented  Spirit, 
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ariling  from  an  innocent  Conscience  and  a  con- 
ftant  Tenour  of  good  Works  ;  and  our  Saviour 
•  and  his  Apoffles,  by  all  the  Contempt  which  they 
have  thrown  upon  Riches,  have  only  preached 
this  unqueflionable  Doctrine,  that  the  Happinefs 
of  human  Life  does  not  depend  entirely  upon  the 
things  without  us.  Seneca  declaimed  at  his  Eafe, 
and  it  had  come  better  from  his  Mouth,  if  he  had 
been  as  poor  as  EpiSletus  ;  but  it  was  not  one 
of  the  Rants  of  Stoicifm,  when  he  obferves, 
£C  That  the  poor  Man  (not  fpeaking  in  Extreams) 
“  is  oftner  and  more  lincerely  chearful,  than  the 
“  rich  one,  having  a  good  Heart,  and  no  Dif- 
“  quiet  and  Reproaches  from  within  ;  whereas 
‘ 5  either  the  Chearfulnefs  of  the  other  is  affedled, 
“  or  elfe  he  is  diredtly  fed  and  melancholy,  which 
u  lets  the  heavier  upon  him  too  Ifni  a  inter- 
dum  non  licet  ejfe  palam  miferurn ,  fed  inter  eerum- 
nas  cor  ipfum  exedentes,  necejfe  ejl  agere  felicem. 

- Becaufe,  in  fome  Circumftances,  he  is  forced 

to  deny  himfelf  the  common  Relief  of  the  difcon- 
tented  Complaint;  and  with  Troubles  upon  his 
Mind,  which  ftrike  to  the  very  Heart  of  him, 
muft  perfonate  an  eafy  and  happy  Character. 
Another  Refledlion,  which  is  not  the  worfe,  or 
lefs  true  for  being  common,  is,  that  Riches,  take 
them  at  their  beft,  are  Things  of  mo  If  uncertain 
Duration.  Now,  if  we  would  a£t,  I  don’t  fay 

like  Chriftians,  but  like  Men,  in  the  Calculation 
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of  our  Happinefs,  we  fhould  always  make  Pro- 
viflon,  that  it  be  as  certain  and  durable  as  poffible. 

In  the  Matter  of  our  Wealth,  I  am  fure  this  is  a 
main  Article,  and  infinitely  folllcitous  we  are  to 
give  our  Eftates  all  poffible  Security  to  ourfelves 
and  our  Pofterity — But  the  Mifchief  is,'  all  our 
Diligence  upon  this  Point  is  con  felled  ly  vain  and 
foolifti  ;  for  it  is  inconfiftent  with  the  Nature  of 
the  Things  themfelves,  and  the  common,  Courfe 
of  the  World,  that  Riches  fhould  be  of  any  long 
Duration — They  may  be  taken  from  us  by  Vio¬ 
lence,  by  Subtlety,  or,  if  not  fo,  in  the  common 
Change  and  Viciffitude  of  Affairs,  they  will  make 
themfelv'es  Wings  and  fly  away,  for  it  is  abfo- 
lutely  impoffible  to  confine  that,  which,  by  its 
Nature  and  Ufe,  is  of  a  fluctuating  and  uncertain 
Continuance  :  The  rich  Alans  Wealth  (the  Mo- 
ralift  obferves)  is  his  Jlrong  City ,  and  as  an  high 
Wall  in  his  own  Conceit — But  his  Conceit  is  a  very 
foolifh  one,  for  he  fets  his  Eyes  and  his  Heart  upon 

that  which  is  not- - upon  that  which  is  not  and 

cannot  be  of  any  long  Duration ;  for  one  of  thefe 
Things  mull  happen  in  a  little  Time:  Either  he 
will  leave  his  Riches,  or  they  will  leave  him  ;  fo 
that  nothing  can  more  mifbecome  a  Man,  or  be 
of  more  Danger  to  the  Welfare  of  a  Chriftian,  of 
an  immortal  Soul,  and  born  for  Eternity,  than  to 
fpend  all  his  Care  and  Pains,  and  Time  in  heap- 
ing  up  Riches  (not  fo  much  for  himfelf,  as  thofe 

whom 
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whom  he  leaves  behind  him)  when  they  are  fo 

incompetent  to  our  Happinefs - For,  in  truth, 

though  a  Man  has  never  fo  much  of  them,  he 
cannot  properly  be  faid  to  poffefs  them  ;  for  he 
muft  leave  them  to  the  Care  and  Fidelity  of 
others — —He  cannot  have  them  always  in  his 
Hands,  nor  always  in  his  Sight ;  and  this  Conli- 
deration  ftill  encreafes  their  Uncertainty,  becaufe, 
in  fpite  of  all  our  Care,  Fraud,  or  Force,  or  Time, 

in  many  Refpcfls,  will  fteal  them  from  us - 

And  this  is  a  Reafon,  which  our  Saviour  himfelf 

lays  a  Strefs  upon - Lay  not  up  for  yourf elves 

Treafures  upon  Earth ,  where  the  Ruft  and  Moth 
doth  corrupt  the  perifhable  Things,  and -Thieves 
break  through  and  feal ,  thofe  that  are  not  fo.  One 
Way  indeed  there  is  of  difappointing  even  Time 
and  Chance,  of  fecuring  to  ourfelves  the  Poffef- 
lion  of  ourEftates,  and  making  them  properly  our 
own,  and  that  is,  by  doing  Good  with  them,  by 
diftributing  to  the  Necehities  of  others,  being  rich 
towards  God,  and  as  our  Saviour  here  expreffes 
it,  Laying  up  for  ourfelves  Treafures  in  Heaven. 
Conlidering  therefore  the  Nature  of  the  things 
themfelves,  th$.  fluctuating  Courle  of  the  World, 
and  the  Changes,  that  Power,  and  Fraud,  andTime 
is  continually  making  in  it,  nothing  can  be  wifer 
than  Solomons,  Inftru&ion,  Labour  not  to  be  rich , 
ceafe  from  thine  own  Wifdom ,  thy  worldly  and 
Ihort-lighted  Wifdom  :  And  nothing  more  pro-

per  and  emphatical,  than  the  reafon,  which  he 
gives  for  it  ;  For  why  wilt  thou  fet  thine  eyes  up¬ 
on  that  which  is  not  f  upon  that  which  is  of  fo  un¬ 
certain  and  changing  a  Nature,  that  you  can 
hardly  name  the  Time  in  which  it  may  be  faid 
to  continue  or  endure  at  all— How  mean  and 
improper  an  Objed  therefore  for  the  great  and 
capacious  Soul  of  Man,  whom  God  defigned  for 
Immortality,  and  made  him  an  Image  of  his  own 
Eternity  1 

Another  Conlideration,  which  may  ferve  to 
cure  or  moderate  our  fondnefs  for  an  Excefs  of 
Wealth,  arifes  from  the  Difficulties  and  Dangers 
which  attend  it ;  I  mean,  Dangers  to  our  Inno¬ 
cence  and  Vertue,  which  affed  us  much  more 
ferioufty  than  thofe  which  touch  our  Lives,  and 
that,  whether  we  conftder  the  getting  or  the  en¬ 
joying  of  a  great  Eftate  :  For  in  the  getting  an 
Eflate  in  every  Profeffion,  the  Temptations  and 
Opportunities  of  Injuftice  are  fo  near  us,  Hand 
fo  thick  about  us,  and  folicit  us  fo  ftrongly,  and 
by  fuch  various  Ways,  that  it  is  next  to  a  Mira¬ 
cle,  if  our  Vertue  efcapes  unhurt  in  fuch  a  dan¬ 
gerous  Conflid  ;  efpecially,  if  we  live  in  the 
Dregs  of  a  corrupted  Age,  where  Profufenefs 
and  Covetoufnefs  are  predominant  Vices,  and 
Examples  are  always  ready  to  juftify  the  moft  un¬ 
lawful  ways  of  Gain — it  is  exceeding  difficult  to 
avoid  the  greateft  and  moft  infamous  Pradices  of 
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Injuftice,  Oppreffion,  Fraud,  Deceit,  Extortion, 
Unchar itablenefs ;  for  Virtue  is  feldom  a  Match 
for  Avarice— but  it  is  harder  ftill  to  retain  an 
unpolluted  Confcience,  if  we  are  let  into  all  the 
Secrets  and  Myfteries  of  Iniquity  ;  for  in  the 
prefent  Situation  of  Things,  and  as  the  World  is 
now  conduced,  there  are  a  thoufand  Ways  of 
Fraud,  which  the  Vulgar  are  not  acquainted 
with  ;  and  Men  of  Dexterity  are  arrived  at  fuch 
a  Perfection  in  the  Arts  of  Falfhood  and  Injuftice, 
have  fo  many  fecret  and  inviftble  Methods  of  De¬ 
ceit,  and  can  carry  on  and  execute  the  moft 
gainful  Projects  in  fuch  a  dark  and  unobferved 
Train  of  Bufinefs,  that  in  the  Eyes  of  ordinary 
Obfervers  (though  God  fees  and  fets  a  Mark  up¬ 
on  their  Steps)  they  fhall  pafs  for  Men  of  great 
Integrity ;  whilft,  at  the  Bottom,  they  thrive 
and  profper  by  the  fouleft  and  moft  infamous 
Practices,  by  circumventing  the  innocent,  and 
impofing  upon  and  pillaging  the  ignorant  and 
unwary— And  what,  I  would  afk,  can  be  more 
difficult,  than  for  a  Man,  who  is  let  into  thefe 
dangerous  Secrets,  to  preferve  his  Innocence, 
when  he  can  gain  fo  much  by  the  Lofs  of  it,  and 
with  fuch  little  Hazard  to  his  Reputation  ?  But, 
to  wave  this,  and  conftder  the  more  ordinary  and 
old-fafhioned  Ways  of  Trade  and  Buftnefs,  it  is 
prodigious  difficult  to  be  ftrongly  bent  upon  raif- 
ing  an  Eftate,  and  not  to  exceed  the  Bounds  of 

In- 
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Innocence  to  accomplifh  it — Or,  if  we  are  not 
notorioufly  guilty  in  that  RefpeCt,  but  keep  clear, 
it  may  be,  of  the  great  and  atrocious  Sins,  yet  it  is 
next  to  impoffible,  but  the  Delire  of  encreafing 
our  Circumftances,  will  engrofs  too  much  of  our 
Time  and  Affections,  and  call  us  off  from  that, 
which  is  our  greateft  and  mold  valuable  Concern, 
the  Love  of  God,  and  the  Interefts  of  another 
Life — Upon  which  Account,  our  Saviour  {who 
knew  what  was  in  Man)  has  endeavoured  to 
guard  againft  Covetoufnefs,  for  this  very  Reafon, 
Secaufe,  where  our  Treafure  is}  there  will  our 
Hearts  be  alfo. 

And  then,  for  the  enjoying  Riches  when  we 

have  got  them - That  is  ufually  thought  the 

eafieft  Matter  in  the  World,  and,  if  the  covetous 
Man  can  but  raife  an  Eftate,  he  thinks  it  impof¬ 
fible  but  his  Pofterity  muft  be  wife  enough  to 
ufe  and  enjoy  it  —  Whereas  it  really  requires 
much  better  Parts  to  fpend  an  Eftate,  than  to 
get  one — I  mean  to  fpend  it  ufefully,  and  honour¬ 
ably,  and  wifely — It  requires  an  underftanding 
Heart,  and  a  well-pois’d  Judgment  to  become  a 
great  Eftate — For  to  be  made  the  Prey  of  Fools, 
and  Parafltes,  to  fquander  it  away  in  Madnefs, 
Gaming,  and  Intemperance,  to  be  intoxicated 
with  Pride,  and,  as  I  may  fay,  perpetually  drunk 
with  Senfuality,  no  Man  will  fay,  there  is  any 
thing  commendable  and  creditable  in  this — 

C  2  nothing 
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nothing  is  more  infamous,  more  giddy  and  irra¬ 
tional,  and  more  contrary  to  the  wife  and  fober 
Deportment  of  a  Chriftian  life-— It  is  an  admira¬ 
ble  Figure,  it  mu  ft  be  own’d,  that  the  rich  Man 
makes  in  the  Gofpel,  and  he  has  left  behind  him 
an  excellent  Character  for  Imitation,  when  all 
that  is  commemorated  of  him  is,  That  he  lived 
luxurioufly  and  uncharitably,  died,  as  it  may  feem, 
untimely,  and  had  an  expenftve  Funeral — a  moft 
pitiful  and  worthlefs  Character,  and  yet  it  baits 
more  Men  than  we  are  aware  of.  How  impru¬ 
dently  do  we  a<ft,  and  again  ft  all  Experience,  in 
imagining  we  make  our  Children  happy,  by  leav¬ 
ing  them  very  rich.  Alas  !  if  you  have  made 
no  other  Provifion  for  their  Happinefs,  and  have 
not  fown  the  Seeds  of  Virtue  in  their  Minds, 
cultivated  their  Underftandings,  and  broke  their 
Paffions  to  the  Commands  of  Reafon ;  in  giving 
them  Riches,  you  have  only  put  Inftruments  of 
Mifchief  into  the  Hands  of  Madmen ;  and  your 
Friends  will  live  to  fee  it,  when  you  are  dead  and 
gone,  that  all  your  Care  and  Pains,  your  Trouble 
and  Solicitude,  your  laborious  Days  and  watchful 
Nights,  the  Forfeiture  of  your  good  Name,  and 
Lofs  of  all  your  Virtue,  have  only  ferv’d  to  minifter 
to  the  foolifh  and  riotous  Exceftes  of  a  thoughtlefs 
and  wicked,  and  ungrateful  Child,  who  ridicules 
and  infults  your  Memory,  fquanders  away  your 
Subftance,  and  makes  your  Induftry,  and  even 
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your  Tendernefs  and  AffeCtion  for  him,  the  Jeff: 
of  his  loofe  Companions.  Solomon  has  told  us, 
That  after  having  been  at  great  Pains  and  Coil  in 
contriving,  and  purchafing,  and  fettling  every 
T hing,  that  could  contribute  to  the  Support  of 
his  Throne,  and  to  the  Ornament  of  human  Life 
— He  fet  himfelf  down  to  confider  to  what  Pur- 
pofe  all  this  Expence  and  Labour  ?  and  he  was 
fo  far  from  being  pleafed  and  fatisfied  in  the  Re¬ 
flection,  that  he  tells  us,  in  a  Strain  of  Indigna¬ 
tion,  'That  he  hated  all  his  Labour ,  which  he  had 
taken  under  the  Sim,  becaufe  he  fhould  leave 
it  to  the  Man  that  fhould  be  after  him ,  and  who 
hnoweth ,  whether  he  ) hall  be  a  wife  Man  or  a 
Fool  (intimating  perhaps  the  unpromiflng  Genius 
of  Rehoboam)  f  yet  fall  he  have  Rule  over  all  my 
Labour ,  wherein  I  have  laboured,  and  wherein  / 
have  [hewn  myfelf  wife  wider  the  Sun — Lhis  is 
alfo  Li anity. 

The  plain  Truth  is,  if  Children  are  good,  the 
Providence  of  God,  and  their  own  Virtue  and 
Induftry  will  make  them  happy — If  they  are  bad, 
or  difpofed  to  be  fo,  Riches  will  confirm  them  in 
their  Vices,  and  fupply  the  Calls  of  them — Ma¬ 
ny  a  virtuous  and  good  Youth  has  been  fpoiled 
by  a  great  Fortune,  but  never  made  unhappy 
by  the  Want  of  one.  So  that  this,  again,  con¬ 
firms  our  Saviour’s  Advice,  and  recommends  the 
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Goodnefs  and  Wifdom  of  it,  becaufe  Riches,  both 
on  Account  of  acquiring  and  enjoying  them,  are 
Matters  of  fuch  dangerous  Temptation,  The 
Moralift  has  more  than  once  repeated  it  for  our 
Obfervation,  'That  he  that  hajleth  to  be  rich ,  ) hall 
not  be  innocent.  And  Tacitus ,  I  remember,  the 
Roman  Hiftorian,  of  approv’d  Judgment  and  un¬ 
common  Penetration,  fpeaking  of  the  native  Po¬ 
verty  of  the  German  People,  who  knew  not  the 
Ufe  of  Gold  and  Silver,  fays,  Argentum  &  An¬ 
num  propitii  an  irati  dii  negaverint ,  dubito. 
He  queftions  whether  that  fort  of  Ignorance  was 
not  rather  owing  to  the  Bleffing  than  the  Difplea- 
fure  of  Providence.  The  Apoftle  St.  Paul ,  ad¬ 
monishes  us,  That  they  that  will  be  rich ,  fall  in¬ 
to  Temptation  and  a  Snare ,  and  into  many  foolijh 
and  hurtful  Lujls ,  which  drown  Men  in  Perdi¬ 
tion  and  DeJlruBion  :  For  the  Love  of  Money  is 
the  Root  of  all  Evil ,  which ,  while  fome  coveted  af¬ 
ter  ,  they  have  erred  from  the  Truths  and  pierced 
them]. 'elves  through  with  many  Sorrows. 

And  our  Saviour  has  fet  the  Matter  in  a  very 
ftrong  and  affe&ing  Light  indeed,  when  he  tells 
us,  That  it  is  eafier  for  a  Camel  to  go  through  the 
Eye  of  a  Needle ,  than  for  a  rich  Man  to  enter 
into  the  Kingdom  of  Pleaven — What  can  more 
emphatically  exprefs  the  dangerous  Temptation, 
or  be  more  importantly  urged  to  awaken  the 
Care  and  quicken  the  Diligence  of  the  Rich  ones, 

than

than  to  be  told  by  our  Saviour  himfelf,  who  is 
the  Judge,  and  the  great  Difpofer  of  Life  and 
Death,  that  it  is  next  to  an  Impofiibility,  that 
they  fhould  be  faved? 

Another  Argument  to  the  Difcouragement  of 
an  avaricious  Temper  is,  That  Riches,  to  a  Man 
already  poflefs’d  of  as  much  as  is  fufficient  to  the 
Neceflities  and  reafonable  Accommodations  of 
Life,  come  in  as  troublefome  Superfluities  ;  for, 
to  fuch  an  one,  they  bring  nothing  that  I  can 
think  of,  which  he  might  not  enjoy  as  well,  and 
better  without  them  in  his  prefent  Station.  It 
is  juftly  obferved  by  a  great  French  Philofopher, 
“  That  Riches  are  wrongfully  called  and  ac- 
“  counted  Goods,  for  they  neither  make  any  one 
sc  good,  nor  reform  the  wicked,  and  are  com- 
“  mon  both  to  good  and  wicked  :  They  will  nei- 
“  ther  mend  a  Man’s  Mind,  nor  reform  his  Vices, 
e(  nor  improve  his  Underftanding” — If  they  make 
any  Alteration  there,  it  will  probably  be  for  the 
worfe — It  will  probably  be  to  dull  and  ftupify 
his  Underftanding,  to  animate  and  excite  his  vi¬ 
cious  Paflions,  and  to  fpoil  his  Mind  by  Pride 
and  Uncharitablenefs.  They  will  not  cure  his 
Difeafes,  nor  eafe  him  of  his  Pains — They  will 
rather  multiply  and  aggravate  them  both,  at  leaft 
they  will  adminifter  the  Occaftons  of  them  in  the 
Plenty  and  Luxury  of  his  Table,  if  he  has  not 
the  Virtue  and  Refolution  to  withftand  the 
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Temptation— One  Thing  indeed  they  will  do, 
if  they  cannot  fee u re  him  againft  Sicknefs,  they 
will  beget  him  a  great  deal  oi  Ceremony  and 
Attendance  in  it,  fo  that  he  fhall  hardly  be  able 
to  reft  for  the  infinite  Solicitude  of  his  nume¬ 
rous  Friends,  i.  e.  he  will  be  ftek  with  more  Ce¬ 
remony,  but  lefs  Quiet  and  Tranquillity,  than  his 
meaner  Neighbours. 

His  Riches  will  not  lengthen  his  Bays,  nor  add 
to  the  Chearfulnefs  and  Comfort  of  them — But 
if  he  has  not  a  good  Guard  upon  him  fell,  they 
will  make  them  fhorter  than  God  ckfigned  them ; 
and  for  the  Air  and  Chearfulnefs  of  an  innocent 
and  fearlefs  Mind,  they  will  give  him  the  Difquiet, 
the  T hou ghtfu Ine fs,  the  Fear,  the  Danger  of  a 
guilty  one  :  They  will  not  increafe  the  Number 
of  his  Friends,  or  make  him  more  beloved  by  his 

Relations,  or  more  efteemed  by  other  People - 

If  he  does  not  ufe  them  well,  they  will  make  him 
more  fear’d  than  lov’d,  more  envied  and  hated 
than  efteemed — They  will  enlarge  his  Flatterers, 
but  contrasft  the  Number  of  his  Friends  ;  and, 
inftead  of  an  affectionate  Correfpondence,  will 
create  mutual  Jealouhes  and  Sufpicions  between 
himfelf  and  his  Relations  ;  fo  that,  as  the  rich 
Man  may  manage  it,  with  all  the  imaginable  Ad¬ 
vantages  for  Happinefs,  he  fhall,  as  it  were, 
ftand  alone  upon  the  Earth,  hated  by  and  hating 
all  about  him,  without  Efteem,  without  Friend- 
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fhip,  without  natural  Affection.  Riches  have 
fuch  a  general  Afcendant  over  Men,  that  one  is 
liable  to  be  fufpedted  of  Inlincerity,  and  adding  a 
Part  to  fay  any  thing  to  difcredit  them  ;  but,  I 
think,  I  have  fpoken  but  the  Truth  of  Things, 
and  that  nothing  has  been  faid  to  Excefs :  For,  I 
cannot  fee,  that  Riches  of  themfelves,  exclufive 
of  a  generous  and  religious  Ufe  of  them  for  the 
Good  of  others,  do  advance  our  Happinefs  one 
Jot;  for,  if  a  moderate  Fortune,  with  a  con¬ 
tented  Mind,  and  a  virtuous  Life,  will  procure  us 
neceflary  and  comfortable  Subfiftence  —  If  it 
leaves  us  Time  and  Opportunity  to  improve  and 
better  our  Minds — If  it  puts  us  into  the  moll 
likely  Way  to  habituate  ourfelves  to  Temperance 
— to  preferve  Health  and  lengthen  Life — If  it 
allows  and  fupports  us  in  modeft  and  innocent 
Amufement,  and  fweetens  our  Enjoyments — If  it 
renders  us  eafy  and  chearful  in  our  Converfation, 
creates  us  flncere  Friends,  loving  and  kind  Re¬ 
lations,  and  makes  us  valued  and  efteemed  by 
other  People — I  fay,  if  all  this  is  mod  ufually 
and  mod  naturally  procur’d  by  a  low  Fortune, 
with  a  moderate  and  virtuous  Mind,  and  Riches 
rather  break  in  upon  and  difturb  this  Tranquilli¬ 
ty,  than  eftablilh  and  increafe  it,  then  is  it  a  Pre¬ 
cept  exactly  fuited  to  the  Wifdom  and  Kindnefs, 
and  compaffionate  Care  of  our  Bleffed  Saviour 
for  us,  to  enjoin  us,  not  to  lay  up  for  ourfelves 
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Treafures  upon  Earth ;  for  they  are  of  themfelves 
of  fo  little  Importance  to  the  Happinefs  of  par¬ 
ticular  people,  that,  when  all  Accounts  are  caft 
up,  it  will  appear  plainly  upon  the  Balance,  that 
there  is  no  Good  in  them,  but  for  a  Man  to  re¬ 
rejoice  and  do  good  in  his  Life. 

The  next  Thing  I  fhall  urge  againft  a  for¬ 
did  Temper,  and  in  Juftification  of  our  Saviour’s 
Precept  is,  that  Riches,  when  we  have  got  them, 
are  not  properly  our  own — They  belong  to  the 
great  Lord  and  Proprietor  of  the  Univerfe,  and 
are  entrusted  in  our  Hands  only  for  the  Good  of 
others — The  Rich  are  the  Stewards  and  Difpen- 
fers  of  God’s  Bounty,  he  expects  an  Account  of 
the  Diftribution,  and  will  feverely  punifh  the  Ne- 
gledt  of  it — fo  that,  that  very  Consideration  up¬ 
on  which  only  Riches  are  defirable  to  a  Man  of 
a  modeft  and  humble  Mind,  and  who  has  a  juft 
Senfe  of  his  Frailty,  is  an  Argument  why  he  will 
not  defire  them.  I  know,  it  is  given,  as  a  plau- 
ftble  Reafon  by  the  covetous,  when  he  is  preffed 
upon  the  Point,  that  he  only  heaps  up  Riches  to 
enlarge  his  Opportunities  of  doing  good — But,  in 
the  Mouth  of  the  covetous,  this  is  a  light  and  un- 
feemly  Anfwer  to  a  Queftion  of  very  ferious  Mo¬ 
ment,  for  all  the  World  difcerns,  and  he  himfelf 
is  confcious  that  he  means  nothing  lefs — But,  fup- 
pofing  his  Intentions  never  fo  honeft,  yet,  I  fay,  it 
is  more  agreeable  to  the  Modefty  and  Humility  of 
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a  Ghriftian,  not  to  be  over-forward  upon  the 
Point,  not  to  haften  to  be  rich,  out  of  a  vain  Con¬ 
ceit  of  our  own  Virtue  and  Abilities  to  ufe  Riches 
well,  but  rather  to  lit  down  contented,  and  wait 
the  Iffues  of  God’s  Providence,  and  if  he  thinks 
fit  to  blefs  our  Induftry,  and  enlarge  our  Circum- 
fiances,  it  is  then  Time  enough  to  adjuft  our 
Charity.  I  know  this  is  a  Matter,  that  rich 
Men  are  not  ufually  much  concerned  about ;  but, 
I  am  fure,  if  the  Gofpel  tells  us  Truth,  they  have 
no  fmall  Affair  upon  their  Hands,  to  make  a  good 
and  chriftian  Ufe  of  their  great  Fortunes — Our 
Bleffed  Saviour  intimates,  that  it  was  an  happy 
Thing  to  be  rich,  but  then  the  Reafon  is  (a  ve¬ 
ry  diftafteful  one  to  the  Generality  of  Men)  that 
it  is  more  bleffed  to  give  than  to  receive  ;  the  Cha¬ 
rity  of  the  Rich  is  their  great  Privilege  and  Ad¬ 
vantage.  And  agreeably  to  this,  St.  Paul  gives 
a  very  folemn  Charge  to  us,  7 hat  thofe,  who  are 
rich  in  this  Worlds  be  fure  to  do  Good ,  to  be  rich 
in  good  IV orks ,  glad  to  dijlribute ,  willing  to  com¬ 
municate.  And  St.  fames  fpeaks  very  freely,  but 
affedtingly,  when  he  obferves  the  Unmercifulnefs 
of  wealthy  People  ;  Go  to  now  ye  rich  Men,  weep 
and  howl  for  your  Miferies  that  jhall  come  upon 
you,  your  Riches  are  corrupted,  and  your  Gar¬ 
ments  moth-eaten,  your  Gold  and  Silver  is  can¬ 
kered,  and  the  Rufl  of  them  Jhall  be  a  Witnefs 
againf  you.  And  in  the  Account  which  our  Sa- 
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viour  gives  us  of  the  Proceedings  at  the  Day  of 
Judgment,  it  feems  as  if  Charity  and  Mercy 
would  be  the  principal  Points  of  Enquiry  :  And, 
for  that  Reafon,  becaufe  they  are  too  often  de¬ 
fective  in  their  Duty,  the  Apoftle  St.  John  repre- 
fents  the  great  ones  of  the  Earth,  as  more  aftedt- 
ingly  ftruck  than  others,  with  the  Terrors  of  the 
laft  Day  ;  For  the  Kings  of  the  Earth ,  and  the 
great  Men ,  and  the  rich  Men ,  and  the  chief  Cap¬ 
tains ,  and  the  mighty  Men  will  hide  themf elves  in 
the  Dens ,  and  in  the  Rocks  of  the  Mountains ,  and 
will  fay  to  the  Mountains  and  Rocks ,  fall  on  us , 
and  hide  us  from  the  Face  of  him  that  ftteth  on 
the  ’Throne. 

It  is  obferved  by  Strada ,  giving  the  feveral 
Reafons  of  the  Abdication  and  Retreat  of  the 
great  Emperor  Charles  V.  that  one  of  them  was, 
that  he  might  lit  down  and  recollect  himfelf, 
Antequam  ad  Dei  Tribunal  attraheretur ,  tantce 
humance  felicitatis  reus ,  before  he  was  fummoned 
to  the  Tribunal  of  God,  to  anfwer  for  the  wife 
and  good  Adminiftration  of  fuch  extraordinary 
Felicity  as  was  laid  to  his  Account  and  Charge. 
Upon  this  Conhderation,  doubtlefs,  there  is  a  re¬ 
markable  Mercy  and  Companion  in  our  Saviour’s 
Advice  ;  for  no  wife  Man  would  delire  to  en¬ 
hance  his  Account  at  that  awful  Day,  but  to 
have  it  as  clear,  and  fhort,  and  honeft  as  is  pof- 
fible.  It  is  a  prodigious  Duty,  that  is  incum¬ 
bent 
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bent  on  the  Rich,  as  Stewards,  and  Difpenfers  of 
God’s  Bounty;  for  all  that  they  fquander  in  Vice, 
and  Pride,  and  Licentioufnefs,  is  not  fo  much 
thrown  away,  but  treaf tired  up  againjl  the  Day 
of  Wrath ,  and  Revelation  of  God’s  righteous 
Judgment.  And  what  Shame  and  Confufion, 
and  Terror  muft  furprize  them,  when  the  for¬ 
did  and  unmerciful,  or  when  the  carelefs  and  lux¬ 
urious  Great  Ones  lhall  be  call’d  to  the  Bar  of 
Judgment,  and  Enquiry  made  into  the  Ufe  and 
Adminiftration  of  their  Treafures,  how  much 
Good  they  have  done  by  their  Charity,  and 
what  Part  of  them  they  have  diffributed  in  pro¬ 
moting  the  Glory  of  God,  and  the  Good  of  Men, 
feeding  the  Hungry,  cloathing  the  naked,  vifit- 
ing  the  Sick,  releafing  the  Prifoner,  and  doing 
fuch  Offices  of  T endernefs  and  Humanity  as  were 
due  to  their  Fellow-creatures. 

As  little  as  moll  of  us  are  difpofed  to  think  fo, 
it  is  however  a  moll  certain  Truth,  that  to  be 
rich  is  a  very  nice  and  perilous  Trial  of  our  Vir¬ 
tue  ;  and  he  that  has  the  Sincerity  and  Modefly 
of  a  Chriftian,  will  not  only  be  contented,  but 
even  thankful  to  God  for  a  fafer  and  more  hum¬ 
ble  Station — Or,  if  it  has  pleafed  God  to  bleis 
your  honeft  and  well-governed  Induftry  with 
Succefs,  you  will  efteem  it  a  Circumftance  of 
great  Happinefs  to  you,  that  you  live  in  a  Place, 
where  fo  many  Opportunities  prefent  themfelves 
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of  doing  good,  and  that  by  the  wife  and  chari¬ 
table  Oeconomy  of  this  rich  and  populous  City, 
Matters  are  fo  prudently  conducted,  that  the 
Opportunities  of  gaining  Riches  are  not  more  in 
Number,  or  more  obvious  to  Practice,  than  thole  of 
employing  them  charitably  and  religioufly.  We 
are  apt,  out  of  a  national  Self-love,  to  pride  our- 
felves  upon  the  Extent  of  our  Trade,  and  the 
prodigious  Riches  of  our  Capital — It  is,  perhaps, 
a  pardonable  Vanity,  and  lomething  may  be  faid 
to  excufe  it,  but  that  which  would  truly  diftin- 
guilh  us,  and  give  us  a  Praife  and  a  Name  to  all 
Pofterity,  would  be,  that  we  were  not  more  to  be 
obferved  for  accumulating  Riches,  than  for  em¬ 
ploying  them  ufefully  and  wifely :  And  it  were 
certainly  one  of  the  belt  Marks  we  could  fhew  of 
our  being  fenfible  of  Gratitude  to  God,  of  our 
Obligations  to  Chriftianity,  of  Humanity,  and 
Tendernefs  to  our  Fellow-creatures,  if,  upon  eve¬ 
ry  Occafion  of  publick  Charity,  we  prevented 
the  Petitioners,  and  ailed  with  fuch  a  ready  and 
difinterefted  Generality,  that  we  might  feem  to 
have  our  Saviour’s  Precepts  engraven  upon  our 
Hearts,  ‘That  it  is  more  blejfed  to  give  than  to  re¬ 
ceive.  In  Confidence  of  your  good  Difpofitions 
therefore,  of  your  Gratitude  to  God  Almighty 
(the  great  Friend  and  Benefactor  to  us  all)  of 
your  Senfe  of  the  Obligations  of  your  Religion 
(which  in  the  Defign  and  Spirit  of  it,  is  Love  and 
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Gopd-nature)  I  ftand  here  your  Petitioner  for  fome- 
thing  in  Affiftance  to  this  great  and  good  Deii'gn. 

The  Providence  of  God  has  made  thefe  poor 
Sufferers  dependent  upon  you  for  their  Support, 
and  Cure,  and  Confolation ;  and,  rightly  judged,  it 
is  not  more  an  Happinefs  to  them  that  they  have 
fuch  a  certain  and  generous  Fund  of  Subfiffence, 
than  it  is  to  you,  that,  by  the  Bleffing  of  God, 
you  are  made  the  Managers  and  Diftributers  of 
it — Your  kind  Attendance  on  this  Work  of  Love, 
fhevvs  your  Senubility  of  this,  and,  in  fome  fort, 
renders  our  Arguments  to  Charity  fuperfluous — 
Were  there  more  Occafion  to  prefs  them  than 
there  is,  I  fhould  be  more  confident  of  Succefs 
in  my  Application  to  you,  becaufe,  I  am  fure 
you  obferve,  and  obferve  too  with  a  proper  Re- 
fentment,  that  however  it  may  fare  with  Charity, 
there  never  was  greater  Encouragement  given  to 
Luxury  and  Vice — I  need  not  enter  into  Parti¬ 
culars  of  this  kind — The  World  fees  too  much  of 
them,  and  therefore  it  is  the  proper  Charadter  of 
the  virtuous  and  generous  Man  of  Quality,  and 
of  the  frugal  and  fober  Man  of  Bufinefs,  to  keep 
up  a  better  Spirit  in  our  Country,  and  to  fhew 
the  obferving  World,  by  their  Example,  that 
Riches  are  given  us  by  Providence  for  other  and 
more  important  Purpofes,  than  Vanity  and  Sen- 
fuality.  It  is  not  my  Meaning,  by  difparaging 
Riches,  to  raife  Charity  upon  the  Ruin  of  Indu- 

ftry  : 
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lliy:  That  were  abfurd,  the  State  of  the  World  will 
not  bear  it :  Befides,  Induftry  is  the  beft  Friend  to 
Charity— Nor,  when  we  are  Mailers  of  Wealth, 
does  Reafon  or  Chriftianity  forbid  the  Ufe  of  it, 
or  debar  the  Rich  of  every  innocent,  comfort¬ 
able,  or  diftinguifhed  Accommodation  of  Life — 
Wealth  is  one  of  the  Bleflings  of  God,  in  the  Lan¬ 
guage  of  God’s  Holy  Spirit ;  but  then  it  mult 
never  be  forgotten  by  the  wealthy,  that  the  beft 
Enjoyment,  the  moft  Epicurean  Ufe  of  Riches  (I 
fpeak  the  Sentiments  of  every  humane  and  gene¬ 
rous  Heart)  is  to  do  the  greateft  and  moft  ex  ten- 
live  Good  with  them.  Upon  which  Confidera- 
tion  the  Charity  here  before  you  claims  your 
particular  Attention — You  know  the  Nature, 
you  fee  the  Conduct,  and  as  you  have  a  quick 
Senlibility  of  the  Sufferings  of  the  unfortunate, 
I  may  fay,  in  the  ftridteft  Senfe,  by  feeing  them 
relieved  ;  you  have  felt  the  Good  of  it  by  Expe¬ 
rience,  and  I  fhould  wrong  you  grievoufly  to  fuf- 
pedt,  that  your  Munificence  can  be  wanting  to  it 
in  any  Degree,  when  you  are  told,  by  moft  au¬ 
thentic  Accounts,  'That  fince  the  3d  of  November, 
1740,  it  has  pleafed  G  0  D  to  blefs  the  Defign 
with  fuch  Succefs ,  that  above  T  Twenty  Thoufand  di- 
Jl.reffed  ObjeEls  have  been  relieved  by  the  London 
Infirmary,  and  from  labouring  uitder  the  Oppref-

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Jion  of  fome  of  the  mofi  malignant  Difeafes ,  and 
unhappy  Accidents ,  have  been  re-inf  ated  in  their 
honef  and  indufrious  Capacities  of  IF orking , 
whereby  the  publick  again  enjoy  the  Benefit  of  their 
Labour ,  and  they  and  their  poor  Families  are 
preferved from  perifhing ,  and  prevented  frofn  be¬ 
ing  a  conflanl  Fncumbrance  to  the  Community - 

If  this  be  the  Cafe,  look  round  about  you,  and 
either  fupport  this  noble  Plan  of  Charity,  with  a 
Bounty  becoming  your  Wealth,  and  illuftrious 
Diftinftion,  or  find  out  another,  if  you  can,  that 
more  deferves  your  pious  Regard  and  Encou¬ 
ragement. 

And  thus  much  has  been  faid  to  recommend  to 
our  Practice,  the  firft  Part  of  our  Saviour’s  Infl: ruc¬ 
tion,  Lay  not  up ,  &c.  And  you  fee  upon  the 
whole,  with  what  excellent  Wifdom,  and  conde- 
fcendinp;  Kindnefs,  our  Blefied  Saviour  fuits  his 
Precepts  to  our  real  Plappinefs — He  might,  if  he 
had  pleafed,  flattered  our  Weaknefs,  and  adapted 
his  Inftru&ions  to  our  Paifions,  and  to  the  Guife  of 
the  World — I  faid,  he  might  have  done  fo — I  re- 
cal  that  Word — He  could  not — It  was  inconfiftent 
with  his  Nature  and  his  Character— He  was  Truth 
and  Goodnefs,  and  therefore  could  utter  nothing;

but  what  was  fo,  nothing  but  what  tended  to  in¬ 
form  our  Minds,  to  rectify  our  Manners,  and 
promote  our  Happinefs — And  the  Inftrubtion  in 
the  Text,  if  rightly  confidered,  is  a  great  In- 
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ftance  of  it :  For,  however  it  may  feem  to  thofe, 
who  will  not,  or  cannot  difcern  its  Beauty,  there 
is  nothing  in  it  extravagant  and  impracticable, 
nothing  fevere  and  morofe,  nothing  vain  and  af¬ 
fected,  but  it  is  the  Voice  of  the  beft  Philofo- 
pher,  the  beft  Friend,  the  beft  and  mod  faithful 
Counfellor  to  Men,  which  bids  them  not  to  lay 
up  for  themf elves  Treafures  upon  Earth  ;  but  to 
lay  up  for  themfelves  Treafures  in  Heaven.  For, 
certainly,  if  there  be  a  God,  if  Chriftianity  be 
true,  if  Men  have  immortal  Souls,  and  Religion 
is  a  ferious  Thing,  the  firft  and  principal  Enqui¬ 
ry  to  every  wife  Man,  will  be  how  to  fecure  an 
Intereft  in  Heaven. 

There  is  no  Comparifon,  upon  the  Balance, 
between  the  Treafures  of  the  Earth,  and  the 
Treafures  of  Heaven  ;  becaufe  all  thofe  Circu al¬ 
liances  which  attend  the  one,  and  demonftrate 
their  Vanity  and  Imperfection,  do  ferve  to  re¬ 
commend  and  illuftrate  the  Excellency  of  the 
other — For,  it  is  the  Excellency  of  the  heavenly 
Treafure,  the  Felicity  of  another  Life,  that  it 
will  affect  and  dwell  in  our  Minds,  the  moft  va¬ 
luable  and  noble  Parts  of  us,  and  which  is  pro¬ 
perly  the  Seat  of  real  Joy  and  fubftantial  Happi- 
nefs — That  it  will  be  durable  and  certain,  an  In¬ 
heritance  incorruptible,  upon  which  Time  itfelf 
will  make  no  Impreftion,  neither  Moth  nor  Rujl 
■ will  corrupt  it ,  nor  will  Thieves  break  thro  and 
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(leal.  When  I  fee  you  again ,  fays  our  Blefled 
Saviour  to  his  Difciples,  your  Hearts  will  rejoice , 
and  your  Joy  no  Man  taketh  from  you — It  is  the 
Excellency  of  the  heavenly  Treafure,  that  it  is  ac¬ 
quired  by  Innocence  and  Virtue,  and  enjoyed 
with  pure  and  unmixed  Delight — That  there  is 
nothing  in  it,  that  is  niggardly  and  felfifh,  but 
every  thing  perfectly  charitable,  and  kind,  and 
communicative — That  it  is  fo  far  from  injuring 
the  Pofleffor,  as  Riches  often  do,  that  it  is  an 
Happinefs  conftant  and  uninterrupted,  with  this 
Circumftance  of  Perfection  in  it,  that  it  is  in- 
creafed  and  doubled  to  him,  by  being  communi¬ 
cated  to  others.  It  is  the  Excellency  of  the 
T reafure,  that  is  above,  that  it  puts  us  out  of  all 
Danger  and  Temptation,  for  it  is  Reward  and 
final  Judgment.  It  is  the  Excellency  of  it,  that  it 
confifts  in  virtuous  Improvement,  growing  Per¬ 
fection — That  it  wipes  away  all  Tears  from  our 
Eyes ;  for,  in  the  Tabernacle  of  GOD,  there  Jhall 
be  no  more  Death ,  neither  Sorrow  nor  Crying , 
neither  Jhall  there  be  any  more  Pain ,  but  pure 
Love,  Fulnefs  of  Joy,  immortal  Pleafure,  hea¬ 
venly  Converfation. 

This  is  the  exalted  Strain  of  Scripture  Lan¬ 
guage  in  its  Defcriptions  of  Heaven,  when  it 
would  awaken  our  Diligence  and  engage  our  Af¬ 
fections  in  the  Purfuit  of  it — And,  no  Man,  one 
would  think,  that  could  fet  and  compare  thefe

RULES 


OF  THE 

LONDON  INFIRMARY. 

I.  HAT  the  Society  confift  of  a  Prefident,  two  Vice- 

Prefidents,  a  Treafurer,  and  all  the  Truftees,  or  Go¬ 
vernors,  together  with  fuch  Officers  and  Servants,  as 
from  Time  to  Time  may  be  thought  neceflary. 

II.  That  all  Perfons  who  pay  the  Sum  of  Five  Guineas 
yearly,  to  the  Support  of  this  Charity,  be  Governors,  fo  long  as 
they  continue  fuch  Contribution :  And  all  who  give  a  Benefadion  of 
Thirty  Guineas  or  upwards,  at  one  Time,  be  Governors  for  Life, 
with  fuch  others  as  ffiall  be  elected  from  Time  to  Time,  at  a  general 
Court  of  Governors. 

III.  That  fuch  general  Court  be  held  four  Times  in  the 
Year  namely,  every  fecond  JVednefday ,  in  March ,  June,  September, 
and  December ,  or  within  ten  Days  before  or  after,  at  Ten  o’Clock  in 
the  Morning,  to  take  the  Report  of  the  Committees,  infpedl  Ac¬ 
counts,  and  tranfadt  fuch  other  Bufmefs  as  may  then  be  laid  before 
them  ;  and  that  every  general  Court  confift  of  fifteen  Governors 
at  leaft. 

IV.  That  the  Prefident,  Vice-Prefidents,  or  either  of  them, 
and  in  their  Abfence,  the  Treafurer,  have  Power  to  call  a  gene¬ 
ral  Court  at  any  other  Time,  by  a  Writing  under  their  Hands, 
giving  at  leaft  one  Week's  Notice,  by  a  Letter  to  each  Governor, 
and  an  Advertifement  in  fome  of  the  Daily  Papers  :  And  if  the 
Houfe-Committee,  or  twenty-one  Governors,  by  a  Writing  under 
their  Hands,  defire  a  general  Court ;  the  Prefident,  or  Vice-Prefidents, 
and  in  their  Abfence,  the  Treafurer,  ffiall  call  one  in  the  like  Manner. 

V.  That  the  particular  Bufinefs,  for  which  any  extraordinary 
Court  is  called,  be  exprefs’d  in  the  Summons,  and  fir  ft  entered  up^ 
on  and  determined,  before  any  thing  elfe  be  propofed, 

VI.  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  at  every  General  Quar¬ 
terly  Court,  confiding  of  thirteen  Governors  at  leaft,  who  ffiall  have 
Power  to  receive  and  difmifs  all  Patients  ;  to  order  and  infpedt  the 
Diet  and  Provifions,  and  all  Goods  fent  in  by  the  feveral  Tradefmen  for 
the  Ufe  of  the  Infirmary,  and  fee  that  they  be  cheap  and  good  of  the 
kind  ;  to  order  any  Conveniencies  that  may  from  Time  to  Time  be 
wanting,  and  examine  into  the  Condudt  of  all  the  Officers,  Pa¬ 
tients,  and  Servants  ;  and  may  make  fuch  particular  Rules  as  regard 
their  own  Meetings  and  Conduct,  provided  they  be  not  contradic¬ 
tory  to  any  general  Rule  or  Order.  That  the  Laid  Committee  meet 
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the  ftrfl  7’uefday  after  their  Appointment,  and  chufe  a  Chairman,  who 
(hall  prefide  for  the  whole  Quarter  ;  and  appoint  four  to  attend  every 
Tu ej day  for  the  firft  Month,  four  for  the  fecond,  and  four  for  the 
third  Month,  having  a  regard  to  the  Conveniency  of  the  feveral 
Gentlemen  in  fuch  Appointment.  That  every  other  Governor  who 
attends  (hall  have  a  Vote  ;  and  in  cafe  of  an  Equality  of  Voices,  the 
Chairman,  pro  tempore ,  ffiall  have  a  fecond,  or  calling  Vote.  That 
every  Member  of  the  Committee  be  fummoned  to  the  laft  Meeting 
in  the  Quarter,  when  they  fhall  confider  of  proper  Perfons  to  fucceed 
them  as  a  Committee  for  the  next  Quarter,  and  prepare  the  Bufinefs  to 
be  laid  before  the  General  Quarterly  Court ;  which,  with  fuch  other 
Matters  as  have  been  tranfadled  during  that  Quarter,  fhall  be  re¬ 
ported  in  writing  by  the  Chairman. 

VII.  T  hat  a  Committee  of  Accounts,  confilling  of  twelve  Go¬ 
vernors,  be  appointed  at  the  Quarterly  Court  in  the  Month  of  June? 
who  fhall  examine  all  Bills,  and  order  them  for  Payment  once  a 
Quarter,  or  oftner,  as  they  fhall  agree,  provided  they  be  palled  by 
the  Houfe-Committee,  as  agreeable  to  Contradl,  with  refpedt  to  the 
Receipt,  Quantity,  and  Quality,  of  the  Goods  delivered,  and  fign- 
ed  by  their  Chairman.  And  if  any  Difficulty  arifes  in  the  palling 
of  any  Account,  it  (hall  be  referred  to  the  Houfe-Committee,  and 
as  many  of  the  Committee  of  Accounts  as  ffiall  be  then  prefent ; 
and  finally  determined  the  next  Committee-Day,  or  as  foon  after  as 
poffible. 

VIII.  That  there  be  a  Committee  appointed  at  every  General 
Quarterly  Court,  conlilling  of  twelve  Governors,  who  pradlife  Phy- 
fick,  Surgery,  or  Pharmacy,  or  are  converfant  in  the  Knowledge  of 
Drugs,  to  order  and  infpedt  the  necelfary  Drugs  or  Medicines,  who 
at  their  firft  Meeting  ffiall  chufe  a  Chairman  for  the  Quarter,  and 
meet  every  Fortnight  for  thofe  Purpofes,  and  appoint  Vifitors  to 
attend  at  other  Times,  between  the  fettled  Days  of  Meeting,  whofe 
Proceedings  ffiall  be  reported  by  their  Chairman  to  the  Houfe-Com¬ 
mittee,  and  every  extraordinary  Circumllance  relating  thereto,  be 
Inferted  in  the  Report  made  to  the  General  Court. 

IX.  That  in  cafe  of  a  Vacancy  in  any  Committee,  the  fame 
be  filled  up  at  their  next  Meeting  ;  and  that  the  Prelident,  Vice-Pre- 
fidents,  Treafurer,  and  Chairman  of  the  Houfe-Committee,  be  Mem¬ 
bers  of  all  Committees. 

X.  That  at  all  Meetings,  either  in  a  general  Court  or  Com¬ 
mittee,  every  Perfon  fpeaking,  addrefs  himfelf  to  the  Chair,  and  n-o 
Perfon  be  allowed  to  fpeak  more  than  twice  on  any  one  Subje<5t  or 
Debate  without  Leave  ;  and  if  two  offer  to  fpeak  at  the  fame  Time,  the 
Chairman  ffiall  diredt  which  of  them  ffiall  proceed  ;  and  if  a  Difpute 
©r  Difference  arife  on  any  Queftion,  fuch  Queftion  ffiall  be  fairly 
Hated  by  the  Chairman,  and  determined  by  holding  up  of  Hands,  di¬ 
viding,  or  ballot,  as  the  Chairman  ffiall  diredl ;  but  all  Elections,  ei¬ 
ther  in  a  general  Court  or  Committee,  ffiall  be  determined  by  one  ge¬ 
neral  Ballot, 
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XI.  That  at  the  Quarterly  .Court  to  be  held  on  every  fecond 
Wednefday  in  March ,  or  within  ten  .Days  before  or  after,  the  President 
be  chofen  out  of  all  the  Governors,  and  out  of  fuch  Governors 
as  live  in  or  near  the  City  of  London ,  two  Vice-Prefidents,  and  a 
Treafurer,  who  (hall  enter  upon  their  refpedtive  Offices  for  ojie  Year, 
from  the  25th  Day  of  the  fame  March  ;  and  no  Perfon  lhall  be 
chofen  Vice-Prefident,  or  Treafurer,  who  hath  not  been  a  Gover¬ 
nor  one  whole  Year  before  fuch  Election. 

XII.  That  in  the  Abfence  of  the  Prefident,  or  Vice-Prefidents, 
the  Treafurer  take  the  Chair,  and  in  his  Abfence,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Houfe-Committee ;  but  if  he  be  abfent,  fome  other  Perfon 
(hall  be  appointed  Chairman  by  the  Governors  prefent  ;  and  that 
the  Chairman  ffiall  not  refufe  to  propofe  any  Queftion,  or  have  Power 
to  adjourn  or  diiTolve  the  Court,  without  the  Confent  of  a  Majo¬ 
rity  of  the  Governors  prefent,  until  the  Bufinefs  be  wholly  finiffied  ; 
and  in  cafe  of  his  Refufal,  to  propofe  the  Queffion,  or  Attempt  to 
adjourn,  or  diffolve  the  Court,  the  Majority  of  Governors  prefent 
may  appoint  fome  other  Governor  to  adt  as  Chairman,  in  the 
fame  Manner  as  if  fuch  Chairman  was  abfent. 

XIII.  T  h  a  t  there  be  three  Phyficians,  a  Surgeon  in  ordinary,  an 
Affiftant-Surgeon,  and  two  Surgeons  extraordinary  ;  and  that  in  cafe  of 
Vacancy  by  the  Death,  Refignation,  or  Difmiffion  of  the  prefent,  or 
any  future  Phyficians  or  Surgeons,  fuch  Vacancy  be  filled  up  by  a  ge¬ 
neral  Court  of  Governors,  to  be  fummon’d  for  that  Purpofe ;  and  in 
cafe  of  the  Refignation  of  the  prefent  or  future  Phyficians  or  Sur¬ 
geons,  they  ffiall  give  One  Month’s  Notice  thereof  to  the  Houfe- 
Committee. 

XIV.  That  the  Minutes  of  the  Proceedings  of  every  general 
Court  and  Committee  be  read,  as  fbon  as  the  Bufinefs  is  finiffied,  and 
fiign’d  by  the  Chairman  ;  which  ffiall  be  read  at  tile  next  Meeting,  and 
if  approved  of,  confirmed,  before  any  other  Bufinefs  is  entered  upon. 

XV.  That  there  be  an  annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  and 
Contributors,  between  the  firfi:  of  March  and  the  30th  of  Aprils  on  a 
Day  to  be  appointed  by  the  Prefident  for  an  Anniverfary  Feafl ; 
when  a  Report  of  the  State  of  the  Infirmary,  of  the  Number  of  Patients 
received  and  difcharged  in  the  preceding  Year  ;  of  the  Proceedings 
of  the  Governors,  and  an  Abftradt  of  the  Accounts  of  the  Infir¬ 
mary  to  within  fourteen  Days  of  the  faid  Feaft,  lhall  be  laid  before 
them  ;  at  which  Time  no  other  Bufinefs  fhall  be  tran  ladled. 

XVI.  T  h  a  t  all  Peers  of  Great-Britain  and  Irelandy  and  all  Ladies-, 
who  are  Governors  of  this  Infirmary,  may  fend  their  Proxy  in  Writing 
to  any  Governor,  to  vote  and  adt  for  them  at  any  general  Court. 

XVII.  That  all  annual  Contributions  paid  any  Part  of  a  Quarter 
be  reckoned,  to  commence  the  en fifing  Quarter-Day. 

*  XVIII.  That  no  Governor  ffiall  be  prefent  while  any  Demand 
or  Claim  of  his  is  under  Confederation. 

XIX.  T  hat  propei'  Tables  of  the  Rules  and  Orders  which  relate 
to  the  Condudt  of  the  Officers,  Patients,  and  Servants,  be  hung  up  in 
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the  Wards,  or  fuch  other  Parts  of  the  Houfe,  as  the  Committee  from 
Time  to  Time  fhall  think  proper.

That  he  never  be  abfent  from  the  Houfe  on  any  Account, 
without  leaving  a  Note  in  the  Difpenfary-where  he  is  to  be  found.  That 
he  always  attend  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  at  their  Hours,  that  he  be 
at  Home  at  Eleven  o’Clock  at  Night  at  fartheft  ;  that  he  never  lie  out
